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Spirit of ’76 

Looking at the picture of progressive im¬ 
provements in Agawam government, it is natural 
that questions are raised. One question raises 
another . . . and another . . . and all of them require 
consideration. 

In the Spirit of 76 we are not proposing a list 
of answers. We do not have the answers. We don't 
even know all the questions. Some of the 
questions we have asked are: How did we reach 
this form of government? What progress have we 
made? Where are we going? 

These questions raise others . . . many others. 
Are we on the right track? What are the true 
consequences of reform? What are the political 
implications? What is the meaning of reform for 
the body politic? Are the values and interests of 
the reformer the same as those of the average 
citizen? 

If the central goal of reform is efficiency, does 
reform sometimes bring us closer to this goal? 
Should we give other goals priority? Should we 
concern ourselves more with what .government 
does and less with its structure? Is it too much to 
hope that a lot of reform should come about by a 
little knowledge? Have we blown up the benefits 
of the reforms we support and reduced our efforts 
to seek out causes of citizen apathy and skep¬ 
ticism? 

But, here . . . read what one citizen has to say. 

"I am convinced that the change was to come 
sooner or later in Agawam. 

"The history of government in Agawam is a 
legacy of progressive government in obtaining a 
vehicle that could reflect the wishes of its citizens. 

"In the beginning the open town meeting form 
was a viable and adequate association of 
government and its citizens. We were fortunate 
that farsighted officials and citizens, at the earliest 
opportunity, developed a zoning by-law to guide 
the future growth of the town; consolidated road, 
sewer and water activity into a department of 
public works. Later, a the town grew open town 
meeting' became cumbersome and awkward, its 
citizens adopted the representative town meeting 
form of government.

Community Block Grant Application Explained 

Town Manager Does Not 
Want Community Misled 


_Town Manager James D. Westman, in a statement this week to the Agawam Citizen, said that the 

application made by the town for funding under the federal Community Development Block Grant 
program did not present a list of priorities. According to Westman, the establishment of priorities is not 
required by the Federal Government. 

_The manager also said he would “like to correct several discrepancies which appeared in your 

newspaper on Thursday, August 21, in an article concerning the town’s application for a Community 
Block Grant under the byline of Mike Cascella.” 


“Mr. Cascella indicates that 
persons attending the two 
public hearings concerning the 
Community Block Grant asked 
why the Town Council has not 
been involved. As a matter of 
fact, I informed the Counnil on 
July 25, 1975 that funds had 
recently been made available 
under the Community 
Development Block Grant and 
that the town would be sub¬ 
mitting an application. Again, 
on August 1,1975,1 provided the 
Council with various in¬ 
formation concerning the 
preliminary details as they had 
been developed concerning our 
proposed application and in¬ 
dicated that in order to com¬ 
plete the application it would be 
necessary for the Council to 


pass a resolution authorizing 
the Town Manager to file the 
application. A resolution to that 
effect appeared on the agenda 
of the Council meeting of 
August 4. 1975. This resolution 
was adopted unanimously by 
the members of the Council in 
attendance. In short, I beleive 
that the Town Council has been 
involved in Agawam’s first 
attempt for funding under the 
Community Development Block 
program and will be con¬ 
tinuously involved as they have 
been in the past on this and any 
other applicationfor grant 
funds. 

“As I recall, at the second 
public hearing held on August 
13, 1973 at St. Anthony of Padua 
Church on Maple Street, at least 


three members of the Town 
Council were in attendance. 

“Mr. Cascella’s article also 
indicates that several citizens 
asked why a citizen committee 
had not been formed to advise 
the town on North Agaw-am’s 
most urgent needs. I frankly do 
not recall this question being 
raised at either the first 
meeting held on Wednesday, 
August 6, 1975 or the second 
meeting on August 13^ 1975. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Cascella did 
not attend the meeting on 
August 13, 1975. 

“Mr. Cascella in his article 
also states, “Town Council’s 
traditional role, transferred 
from Town Meeting, as arbiter 
on purchasing land, is ap¬ 
parently bypassed by the grant 


law.” The Council and its role in 
the acquisition of land by the 
town has not been bypassed 
since at this time we have 
merely identified in the grant 
application a proposed aim of 
the town should we receive 
funding under the grant and 
whatever role the Council 
exercises in the acquisition of 
land by the town will be in¬ 
stituted at the appropriate time. 

“I fail to see how Reporter 
Cascella made this assumption 
since at no time was the subject 
of the Council’s role in land 
acquisition discussed at either 
of the public hearings nor did 
Mr. Cascella discuss it with me 
personally. 

•“Mr. Cascella also in his 
article assigns the highest 
priority to the acquisition of the 
Worthy Mill Property while in 
fact, no where in the application 
does it present a list of priorities 
since the establishment of 
priorities is not required by 
federal government. I believe

“We applied for our mem¬ 
bership last December to the 
regional office in Southbridge, 
Mass.”, related Mrs. Betty 
Kopy, chairperson of the 
Agawam Chapter.

“I feel that it is necessary to 
bring these corrections to your 
attention lest Mr. Cascella’s 
article mislead any resident of 
the community concerning the 
process or the objectives of the 
town in filing an application for 
a Community Block Grant.” 


raise money to entertain a 
group from Europe,” Mrs.

Once the visitors had settled 
in the homes of their Agawam 
hosts, they were treated to the 
“time of their lives”, as Mrs. 
Kopy put it. 

“We took them to New York, 
Boston, Mountain Park, 
Storrowtown, United 
Technologies Inc. in East 
Hartford and Friendly Ice 
Cream Plant in Wilbraham,” 
Mrs. Kopy explained. “Only one 
of their adult advisors, Peter 
Roberts, had been in this 
country before. The students 
were thrilled with the 
skyscrapers in New York and 
the Friendly Ice Cream Plant.” 

A trip to Sturbridge Village 
was the highlight of the three 
week activities. The seven 
“Operation Friendship of 
America Inc.” chapters in the 
United States greeted each 
other during the organization’s 
annual “International Day”. 
Over 500 American and foreign 
students were on hand for the 
eventful affair. 

“During our three weekex- 
change program with the 
British, we learned about their 
customs and they learned about 
ours, while sharing many happy 
times,” Mrs. Kopy said. “We

The British were also very 
surprised by the good nature of 
the American Police they en¬ 
countered during their various 
activities. “The students were 
under the influence of British 
television and news coverage, 
which portrays the American 
police forces as gun slingers,” 
laughed Mrs. Kopy. 

On their final evening in 
Agawam, Monday,‘August II, 
the British were treated to a 
traditional Thanksgiving dinner 
at the Feeding Hills Parish 
Hall. 

“They loved the food over 
here,” Mrs. Kopy said. “They 
were more fascinated with 
McDonald’s than anything else. 
One student was hoping a 
McDonald’s would come to 
London.” 

The Agawam Chapter will 
now take a break for a few 
weeks before going back to the 
drawing board to make plans 
for a trip to England or Scotland 
next summer. 

“I hope we have as good a 
time next summer as we did the 
three weeks our guests were 
here,” Mrs. Kopy smiled. 
“They went home with a smile, 
and it was a very emotional 
farewell. I hope they took home 
a lot of fond memories. It was a 
good feeling inside when two 
groups of people, who had never 
met before, shared so much fun 
and good feelings.” 



procedures were underway. 
Monies requested were only for 
demolition and construction of a 
basketball and shuffleboard 
court. 

The same day the application 
was made, Attorney David 
Ladizki sent a check for 
$3,970.33 to Town Treasurer and 
Collector David Gallano in 
payment of taxes. Ladizki’s 
letter noted he was acting as 
trustee of the property. 

45 King Street is now in the 
hands of Cynthia M. Lorge, 22 
Silver Street, who bought the 
land on July 28 through Hamp¬ 
shire County Probate Court 
from previous owner Mildred 
Beane for $4600. 

Mrs. Beane, on July 8, took 
out a demolition permit for the 
building, which passes with the 
property in the transaction, 
according to Building Inspector 
Joseph Conte. With the 
payment of back taxes, the new 
owner now has lone control over 
the land, and the town would 
have to purchase the land if it 
wants a mini-park in North 
Agawam. 

The town’s intention to take 
the land should taxes not be 
paid apparently was made 
before the United States 
Congress extended Grant 
monies to small towns, in July. 

In a letter dated June 26, 
Gallano asked Conte to take 
action under Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 60, 
Section 81 A. Under the 1973 
code, if a building inspector 
declares a property to be 
abandoned and notifies the 
owner to make repairs, no 
response from the owner in 30 
days allows the treasurer to 
petition the commissioner of 
taxation for auctioning of the 
property. 

Conte replied he was in the 
process of condemnation 
procedures, but could not 
declare the land abandoned 
since he had heard of “several 
parties” interested in 45 King 
Street. Conte informed Gallano 
he would stop if the town took 
action under Chapter 60, Sec¬ 
tions 43 and 53, which allow' sale 
of property if the collector 
demands taxes and they are not 
paid within 14 days. 

Gallano’s reply was that he 
wanted action under Section 
81 A. He set back taxes at 
$4,670.34, then revised them 
downward on July 30 to 
$3,970.33. 

While the town was in a 
muddle over the laws, the 
property changed hands, and 
the new owner cleared the 
building’s debt to society.
